BAIL IN CRIMINAL CASES

In the United States we con-
sider a man accused of a erime
to be innocent until he is found
guilty beyond a reasonable
doubt. And his guilt is deter-
mined at the time of his trial—
not the time of his arrest.

That is why our Constitution
guarantees right to bail in all
except ‘‘capital" cases, where
the punishment may be death, In
California, for example, murder
is a capital offenge,

The law requires that the
resting officer must take the,
cused before a magisirate at
once. The magistrate looks into
the truth of the accusation and
determines whether the -ncuaed
shall be discharged, held
bail, or held without ball, 1t bull

of course, be reviewed luter by
other courts,
